POPULATION OF STATE. 31st December 1937, Total 591,201; Males 
295,611; Females 295,590. Metropolitan Area 31st December 1937, 
Total 318,190 or 54.0% of the Total State. 


NATURAL INCREASE. The excess of births over deaths for the six 
months was 2,075 (1,929), an increase of 146. 


BIRTHS. For the six months 4,633 (4,456) were registered being 
177 more than for the same period in 1937. EX-NUPTIAL BIRTHS 122 (166). 
CASES OF MULTIPLE BIRTHS. Twins 41 (51), Triplets 1 ‘Cae 


ADOPTIONS AND LEGITIMATIONS - Under the Adoption Acts 49 (51) 
children were registered as adopted and 6 (12) children were legiti- 
mated under the Legitimation Acts after the marriage of their parents. 


MARRIAGES. The marriages celebrated during the six months num- 
bered 2,843 (2,621) an increase of 222. Civil Marriages numbered 268 
(208), increase 60. 


FATHS. The deaths registered for the six months numbered 2 D536 
(2,527) being an increase of 31. 


PRINCIPAL CAUSES OF DEATHS. (Table 6). Cancer 380 (376), 
Diseases of Heart 478 (449), Cerebral naemorrhage and softening 243 
(242), Accidents 156 (167), Senility 135 (130), Pulmonary Tuberculosis

INFANTILE DEATHS. NO. & CAUSES. 145 (149) deaths were recorded 
for the six months being 4 less than for the same period in 1937. ‘The 
principal causes were — Whooping Cough 1 (4), Broncho-pneumonia and 
Pneumonia 12 (9), Diarrhoea & Enteritis 15 (7), Malformations 14 (19), 
Congenital debility &c. 7 (12), Premature Birth 53 (56), Injury at 
birth 11 (14), Other diseases of early infancy 9 (11); and all other 
bausea oo €1/), total 145 (149). 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES NOTIFIED. (Table 5). Numbers of cases
